WASHINGTON.—If President Roose- 


velt lias a desire to run for a third 
term, he will be hard to stop in the 
Democratic convention. 


Before the last political convention, 


circumstances would have been differ- 
ent. Then the southern states, togeth- 
er with a few from other sections, 
might have raised the necessary votes 
to stop him. They needed only on» 
vote more than one-third. 


But in the last convention the 100- 


year-old two-thirds rule was ended. 
In 1940 a simple majority of the dele- 
gates at the Democratic convention will 
bo sufficient to nominate a candidate 
for President. 


Not Strong Enough 


That is a worrisome prospect for 


those southern congressmen who went 
home upset at the trend the New Deal 
has taken. Any "stop Roosevelt" move- 
ment will have to be strong. The cot- 
ton and tobiicco members aren't strong 
enough. They would need support of 
substantial northern and mid-western 
states. 


Voting in the last congress indicated 


some northern and southern members 
—with substantial exceptions—had de- 
veloped a distaste for the recent course 
of the New De;il. They may or may 
not reflect the sentiment of their vot- 
ers. They hope to find that out this 
summer. 


If they bad suspected there would 


be any third-term fever in the air so 
soon, they might have put up stiffer 
opposition at the Philadelphia conven- 
tion ngnin.st abrogation of the two- 
thirds rule. But they didn't.

Notice Given Combatants 


SHANGHAI, China. — (XP) - Naval 


commanders of the dated States and 
four other western powers demanded 
Wednesday that Chinese and Japanese 
anti-aircraft gunners take immediate 
steps to spare the lives of "innocent 
non-combatants."

Admiral Harry E. Yarnell and other 
neutral commanders went forward 
while the Chinese, facing wave after 
wave of Japanese attackers, stood fast 
on a new inland front stretching 20 
miles from Chapei to Liuho, north- 
west of Shanghai.

Forced Wedding 


American 
He Was 


Compelled to Wed Pe- 


ruvian Senorita 


. WASHINGTON.-(/P)—Charges that 
a former Peruvian dictator forced him 
to marry a South American senorita— 
or else be "accidentaly" shot—have 
been aired in a nannulment petition by 
Lewis M. Clarkson, former American 
commercial representative in Lima, 
Peru. 


He said the dictator-president was 


Augusto B. Leguia, who fled the coun- 
try during a revolution in 1030, was 
captured and died in 1932, and that 
Leguia compeled him to marry Merce- 
des de la Quintana Viuda de Ludewig 
11 years ago. The woman, he said, was 
"known to be involved in Peruvian 
political intrigues and to be supported 
by various government officials, in- 
cluding the then president of the re- 
public." 


In 1925, Clarkson declared, a repre- 


sentative of President Leguia called 
him to the executive mansion, inform- 
ed him that the woman was going to 
have a child, and threatened him with 
"accidental" death unless he married 
her. 
Clarkson said he had never been 


intimate with the woman and that she 
bore a child two months after they 
were married in the presence of four 
Secret Service men. 


He escaped from Peru, he said, in 


November, 1926, when he persuaded 
the dictator-president to let him leave 
the country on the pretext of going to 
enlist the aid of the United States in a 
Peruvian-Bolivian boundary dispute.

SHANGHAI, China.—In a very real 


Sense, Adolf Hitler's government may 
be a deciding factor in the bitter Sino- 
Japanese conflict, not through actual 
intervention but by espionage and pos- 
sible supply of munitions to one side 
or the other. Both Japan and China 
are playing desperately for German 
friendship. 
' Most important is the fact that 
"Chiang KaKi-shek's Own Army"— 
the finest fighting unit hi the Orient- 
is trained and directed by Germans. 


Ten years ago a mission of officers 


from the former German Imperial 
Army was employed by the generalis- 
simo to build a model army of 300,000 
men. 


Then in 1933, Gen. Hans von Seekt, 


founder of the famous Reichswehr, 
came to China1 to make further im- 
provements in the divisions of goose- 
*toirig Orientals. '•*•* - -•V-V-- 


Like a Steel Whip 


He cut down the force to 250,000 men, 


making of them a highly mechanized, 
highly mobile and highly disciplined 
force. 


Like the Reichswehr before General 


von Blomberg insisted on padding it 
out to 450,000 men, Chiang's army is 
operated on the principle of a steel 
whip, striking swiftly and springing 
back ready for another attack. 


There are now nearly 100 German 


advisers to Chiang Kai-shek's men. 
Teutonic advice is evident wherever 
these forces take the field. They build 
zigzag trenches, machine-gun nests, 
and are able to deliver a killing attack 
and retreat with but few casualties. 


Safely in the Rear 


Where great armies of men. are mass- 


ed, Chiang's troops are safely in the 
rear, their guns trained on the poorly 
trained and equipped provincial troops 
who might try to retreat. 


It is an open secret that the Ger- 


mans have told Chiang he can defend 
the Yangtze valley successfully. The 
blockade of the river, preventing Jap- 
anese light cruisers and destroyers 
from taking Nanking, Kiukiang, and 
Hankow by naval attack, was the first 
step. 


None but the Chinese high com- 


mand and their German advisers 
know what else is contemplated. The

Iodine Controls Action of Thyroid, Conditions 


Sufferer for Operation 


This is the 18th in a series of 20 


articles by Dr. Morris Fishbeiii, 
discussing the glands of the hu- 
man body.

Doctors have learned that overfunc- 


tioning of the thyroid gland can be 
controlled to a certain extent by giving 
small amounts of iodine. When iodine 
is given, the rate of the body chemis- 
try is at once lessened. The pulse, 
which has previously been rapid, be- 
comes slower. Some of the other symp- 
toms which are signs of overaction of 
the thyroid begin to disappear. 


The iodine seems to help the condi- 


tion, but it cetrainly does not cure it. 
For that reason, iodine is sometimes 
used in patients who seem to be suf- 
fering with excess action of the thy- 
roid to help get them into a condition 
in which they are able to undergo 
suitable operation. 


Operations on the thyroid gland are 


not particularly dangerous, provided 
the patient is in a good condition be- 
fgre the operation is performed. In 
jnost hospitals nowadays it is custom- 
ary to put the toxic goiter patient to 
bed, watch the symptoms constantly, 
measure his basal metabolic rate every 
day or two until it becomes stabilized 


at a lower point. 


Iodine is given for from 10 to 14 days 


until the best possible effect is obtain- 
ed. One of these effects is a drop in 
the high basal metabolic rate, which is 
usually a sign of overaction of the 
thyroid gland. 


The surgeon may then decide to op- 


erate. At the time of the operation 
he will determine how much of the 
thyroid gland is to be removed in or- 
der to bring about* an effective result 
In some cases it is customary to trea 
the thyroid with X-ray in order to les- 
sen its activities.. In other cases, the 
X-ray is given as a preliminary treat- 
ment and the operation is performec 
afterward. 


It must be remembored that the thy 


roid gland contains tissue much liki 
that of other .glands, and that this 
tissue is susceptible to the growth o 
tumors. 


Obviously a tumor of this type is a 


great menace to life and health. De 
cision as to the nature of the tumo 
must be made promptly if anything 
effective is to be done in the way of 
surgery or by the use of X-ray or ra- 
dium to control its growth.

Advice for Making People Dislike You. 


These arc the "Personality Days." 


The guide books to better living, bet- 
ter minds-, more friends, more influ- 
ence are piling up on each other. And 
saill the publishers can hardly keep 
pace with demands. 


Vowed ''psychologist" Irving Trcss- 


ler, something ought to be clone to stop 
this movement that threatens to en- 
gulf a nation. So Mr. Tressler wrote 
Ihe very timely volume "How to Lose 
friends and Alienate People" (Stack- 
pole, $1.49). 


Sole purpose of the book, Mr. Tress- 
er warns at the outset, is to help you 
solve the biggest problem you face; 
;he problem of getting rid of people 
who bore you in your everyday busi- 
ness and social life. And certainly the 
author knows what he's talking about, 
laving spent a lifetime "in trying to 
convince friends that he is non-greg- 
arious, always has been, and always 
wanted to be." 


The book contains such chapters as 


"How to Make People Dislike You 
Instantly;" "How to Make a Poor First 
Impression," "How to Bore Bores," 
Tired of Your Wife?" and others in 
similar vein. 


Typical tipoffs: "The quickest and 


simplest way to make people dislike 
you is to ask them to take care of your 
dog over the week-end;" "bore the 
other person before he bores you;" 
"talk about your physical troubles." 


Then there's the dinner table tech- 


nique. Just offer your neighbor a 
taste of your food from your fork or 
spoon, with the accompanying remark 
"Does this taste funny to you, too?" 


Mr. Tressler offers probably the only 


practical, useful working handbook in 
enemy-making. And even when you've 
laughed with him to the last bitter line 
you feel somehow that there's much 
to be said for his point of view. Take 
him seriously and he guarantees to 
give you 10 to 15 more miles a gallon 
and relieve you of any flat tires you 
get stuck with. That's a bargain at 
tiny price.—P. F.

They are not much to 
look at, and for a while the movies 
may hide them up on the mezzanine 
behind the potted palms. 


You see, these young men happen to 


be musicians, and not entertainers giv- 
en to the frenzied gesticulations and 
grimaces of the average swing band. 


They just sit down and do their stuff, 


tooting their horns and whopping their 
bullfiddle and drums and piano in a 
very businesslike way. 


In seven months the group has made 


only one public appearance, but that 
was enough to make it the talk of 
Hollywood and the object of a five-way 
bidding competition which ended in 
a fat contract with 20-Century Fox. 


Renames Players 


Scott has demonstrated some eccen- 


tirc whimsicalities ' which tickle the 
movie colony. For one thing, his is 
the only six-man quintet in the world. 
He likes the word "quintet," so he 
uses it, just as he likes and uses the 
name Scott when his name really in 
Warho, His saxophonist is Dave Har- 
ris, but the leader calls him "Eric 
Hoex" because, he says, "nobody who 
can play like that should have a name 
like 'Dave Harris'." 


Scott, who plays the piano, com- 


poses all the music for his "quintet." 
But he doesn't write it. The group 
will work on a number for weeks, and 
record it, before a note ever is put on 
paper. 


Two currnt efforts are called "Din- 


ner Music for a Pock of Hungry Cqn- 
nibals" and "War Dance for Wooden 
Indians." There is a suggestion of 
surrealism in the title, "The Girl With 
the Light Blue Hair," but the theme 
is a jazz adaptation of an old French 
melody. 


Scott dislikes abstract music and 


wants his to be as graphic as possible. 
That's why jazz is his medium. 


Jazz permits him to build a rhythmic 


thing like "Power House," a waddling 
thing like "The Penguin," a jittery 
thing like "Dynamite Wagon." 


"Reckless Night on Board an Ocean 


Liner" is rough and wild; "New Year's 
feve in a Haunted House" is a ghost 
carnival in swing-time. 


Balked at Knee Breeches 


Scott, now 28, was a New Yorker 


from a musical family. He was slat- 
ed for an education in engineering, 
but changed his mind and attended 
the Institute of Musical Art, Next he 
became a staff composer for Columbia 
Broadcasting System. 


From various radio orchestras he 


collected five men who liked to prac- 
tice with him and try out his ideas. 


They played a few sustaining pro- 


grams and made some records ("Toy 
Trumpet," "Twilight in Turkey," Min- 
uet in Jazz" and "Power House')' 
which were immediately successful. 


David Sclznick brought them to Hol- 


lywood for an appearance in "Nothing 
Sacred," but the deal went awry when 
he proposed costuming them in knee 
breeches and powdered wigs. 


They were studying transcontinental 


timetables when an agent persuaded 
them to appear at the Trocadero. Said 
Scott: "I v/as scared to death, and 
spent two days learning to take a 
bow!"

The Canning Budget 


Hempstead county home demonstra- 


club women are making considerable 
progress in filling their canning bud- 
gets. Summer gardens have prosper- 
ed, and the bean crop has been par- 
ticularly successful. 


Fresh garden beans of any variety 


as well as dried beans may be can- 
ned successfully at home in either tin 
or glass with a pressure cooker ac- 
cording to Mrs. R. M. Smith, extension 
specialist in food preservation, Uni- 
versity of Arkansas College of Agri- 
culture, 


To can snap beans, wash thoroughly 


and cut in pieces. Add boiling water 
to cover and simmer in an open kettle 
about 5 minutes, or until the beans are 
wilted and will bend without break- 
ing. 
Pack hot into containers, cover 


with hot water, in which the beans 
were precooked and add a teaspoon of 
salt to each quart. Process immediate- 
ly at 10 pounds pressure. No. 2 plain 
tin cans require 25 minutes of pro- 
cessing, and No. 3 cans require 30 
minutes. Pint glass jars require 30 
minutes and quart jars 35 minutes. 


Only young and tender lima beans 


are suitable for canning. Older beans 
are best dried. Shell and wash the 
young beans; then bring them to a 
boil in water to cover. Pack hot into 
glass jars, or C-enamcl, or plain tin 
cans. Cover with hot water and add 1 
teaspoon of salt to each quart. Pro- 
cess immediately at 10 pounds pres- 
sure. No. 2 tin cans require 40 min- 
utes of processing, and No. 3 need 50 
minutes. Pint jars need 50 minutes, 
and quart jars 55 minutes. 


Either green or dried soybeans of 


any of the table varieties may be can- 
ned, but those canned green have a 
better flavor and color. Pick over and 
wash the beans. Then blanch in boil- 
ing water for 3 or 4 minutes and drain. 


Pack at once into glass jars, or C- 


enamel, or plain tin cans. Fill the con- 
tainers almost full and then cover 
with boiling water and add l 
l,-> tea- 


spoons each of sugar and salt to each 
quart. Soybeans require longer pro- 
cessing than other green beans. No. 2 
tin cans need 70 minutes and 10 pounds 
pressure, and No. 3 cans 85 minutes; 
pint jars need 80 minutes, and quart 
jars 90 minutes. 


for feeding the voracious grass roots 
The fertilizer should be applied .a 
the rate of four or five pounds for 
each 100 square feet of lawn, and the* 
watered thoroughly. 


With the first touches .of frost, ber- 


muda grass will turn brown. Mr. 
Ecton recommends clipping the lawn, 
sowing 10 pounds of rye grass to every 
1,000 square feet, and watering im- 
mediately. In-10 days or two weeks 
the grass will appear and the spots 
missed in seeding can be reseeded. The 
grass should be cut when it is three 
or four inches high. By this method 
the lawn will stay green and form an

BERLIN—Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hit- 


ler, who almost never sets foot outside 
fhe Fatherland, is the patron and pro- 
tnoter of foreign travel for German 
workmen. 


In the last three years, tens of 


thousands of German coal miners, car- 
penters and factory workers who 
never before had seen the sea have 
cruised to Madeira or the Norwegian 
fiords since the nazi Kraft-Durch- 
Fteude (Strength Through Joy) va- 
cation trips began. 


Cheap, But Not Free 


These are not free trips. The miner 


or factory workers buys coupons and 
pastes them in a book the year long, 
saving up for the big event. The gov- 
ernment's contribution ,is organiza- 
tion, special rates—and pressure on 
employers for vacations with pay. 


,The upshot is that the average cost 


of a week's cruise to Norway, includ- 
ing railroad fare to and from the port 
of embarkation, food and entertain -

Freude organization, which is part of 
the German labor front, include cheap 
tickets to the opera, theaters and 
concerts. 


Though these excursions are to some 


extent a substitute for higher wages, 
which would permit a German worker 
to buy his recreation in the ordinary 
way, 
many are impressed by them. 


Some — especially middle-aged women 
workers who never before got away 
from home, or miners never away from 
the coal districts — are 
particularly 


grateful. Others would prefer — even 
without a cruise — higher wages. 


The cruise program includes, too, 


a week's inland vacation, usually in 
the mountains, for each sailor aboard 
a Kraft-Durch-Freude ship.

General Smedley D. Butler of the 


marines had his turn. 'While the mili- 
tary appropriations were swelling to.- 
ward the billion dollar level, he said 
invasion of this country was "impoSr 
sible."
